The number of these models is 
several hundred, and each illustrates some 
important fact and feature in the natural 
world. Their examination would occupy

A commercial work of enduring worth 
has just appeared in the new and revised edition 
of Gilbart’s Principles and Practice of Banking, 
brought down to the present time, in one volume 
octavo.

His 
success may be judged from the fact that the 
Louden and Westminster is now a moneyed cor- 
poration second only to the “Old Lady of Thread- 
needle street” itself; that its £20 shares now sell 
for £60, and that the future starting of 
any private bank would be feit to be 
an andachronism—almost an impossibility, 
The new edition of Mr. Gilbart’s work 
prises, I. The History and Principles of Bank- 
ing, its origin, rise in Europe and England; II.

But the victims here did not die from Asiatic 
inte:miitent fever; they died from Louisville 
intermittent fever. It would be as proper to 
say that an Asiatic on the banks of the Ganges, 
with intermittent feyer, bas Loylsville Inter- 
mull tent fever, as to say that th 
Louisville victim has Asiatic inter- 
mittent fever. Asia has no more to do 
with inflicting intermittent fever on a man in 
Louisville than the Louisville patient has in 
giving the disease to an Asiatic. Portions of 
india have intermittent fever months before it 
preveils in Louisville, but when the period ar- 
tives forthe disease to show itself in this 
city, it would be nonsense te speak of the dis- 
ease as having traveled from Asia to this city. 
The same is true of cholera. It has its own 
ceuse, and only one cause, no matter where it 
may show itself. All cases of small-pox orig- 
inate from the cause of that disease, and from 
no other cause. And this is the case 
with the cause of intermittent fever, 
yellow fever, cholera-morbus, dysentcry 
wud cholera. Whatever causes one case 
causes every case that ever occurred. 
Cholera visitations on the Peninsula of India 
are almost entirely dependent ou the monsoons. 
W ben the northeast monsoons are incubating 
(lisease and death on the east side of the Pe- 
ninsula, the western side is very healthy; but 
when the southwest monsoons begin, 
and death are inaugurated on the western side, 
and the eastern side is nealthy. This ase, 
which rance says travels from Asia to the 
United States, cannot travel across the com- 
paratively narrow peninsula from the east to 
the west side when the northeast monsoon pre- 
vails, nor from the west to the east side when 
the southwest monsoon is flooding its side of 
India with pains. 

There is an amenable form of intermittent 
fever which is speedily cured with appropriate 
remedies. There is another form called the 
malignant intermittent, in which the victim 
never emerges from the cold stage, but dies 
without any reaction. From this malignant 
form no one ever recovers, because every case 
has one feature, from which recovery never 
takes place. There is a form of disease called 
cLolera morbus, whieh prevails in equat orial 
regions, in tropical latitudes, and, to some ex- 
tent, in portions of temperate’ latitudes, but 
never in arctic regions. This is obedient to 
treatment, and is rarely fatal when properly 
aud seasonably treated. here is a 
disease called cholera, in which every pa- 
tient dies. Every victim to this discase has, 
from the incipient stage of it, that fatal symp- 
tom spoken of in connection with malignant 
intel mittent fever. In some endemics of yel- 
low fever every patient has this symptom; in 
all endemics of that disease some of the pa- 


weather, as gutter had been torn up, thus 
exposing a perilous. surface to the action of a 
hot sun, and stopping the 8 of the 
contiguous lots. I stated then that if this 
state of things was continucd that locality 
would be inevitably attacked with cholera. 
All the efforts of the Board of Health to have 
a change made in that locality utterly failed. 
Early in ber, just two months after 
this prediction was cholera began in 
that spot and seventeen people were assas- 
sinated through municipal action and inac- 
tion. Hereyas in the other instances, the 
disease did not travel to any contiguous re- 
lou of the city, and more nine-tenths of 
Louisville were as free from cholera as they 
are in the depth of winter. 

Common sense imperatively teaches that, in 
order ¢o be free from this d ev > 
in the city should be placed in the exact con- 
dition of us that in all the visita-

People must not 
lean too much on a Board of Health shora of 
its power to do thorough work. h house- 
holder owes a duty to himself and to the com- 
munity, to set his “own house in order,” to 
see that cleanliness is the rule of the habita- 
tion, that pools of stagnant water and decay- 
ing vegetable material shall be changed, and 
those in the suburbs, who can avoia falling 
asleep near the surfece of the ground after 
sunsct, should scrupulously avoid that 
danger. There is „ho peril in sleep 
in day-time, nor is there auyat night, 
where the sleeper is thirty feet above 
the surface of the ground. It any, in the 
suburbe, havc, within the past few weeks, com- 
mitted the error in sleeping to which I have 
referred, they cannot too specdily put them-

The New Education. 
The principles of the new education are 
end simple. We may state them, in 
terms, to be the thorough applica- 


oung. This implies a revolution in the 
art of teaching, a recognition of the sa. 
cred individuality of every human soul, 
‘and an abandonment of the old principle 
of fitting into one mold every applicant for 
a complete education. It requires, in its 
aniversity training, the same enthusiasm, 
scholarship and devotion on the part of 
the teacher that the old system has been so 
rich in; and, in addition, it demands a 
wider scope, a more complete array, and a 
greater freedom, than have ever been known 
before in education. 

The best illustration of the new educa- 
tion that we are conversant with is that 
furnished in the founding and manaze- 
ment of Cornell University. The founder, 
‘with a clearness of perception that seized 
upon the essential element from the first, 
said: I would found an institution where 
any person can find instruction in any 
study.” The necessary accompaniment to 
this was large, unstinted giving; for this 

is also another element of the new educa- 
tion, that it. requires the freest and the 
constant expenditure not only of the 
money, but of the energy, wisdom and 
‘talent of its trustees, 

Mr. Conyezs’s first gift was over half a 
million of dollars in cash. The general 
government had Le * land scrip to the 
State of New York to the amount Of nearly 
one million acres, and this was allotted to 
the university upon certain conditions, 
By Mr. Cornet. Supplementary gifts of 
the most munificent character, from the 

founder and other friends who have become 
permanently enthuBiastic in the develop- 
ment of the new education, speedily gave 
the university a worthy position; and 
classes have been received and taught for

architecture and history. Under the two 
tall trees on the edge of the university 
campus stands a massive bench, wrought 
by skillful workers in stone, bearing the 
inscription, “‘Above all nations is human- 
ity.” Resting upon this, one of his many 
gifis to the university, the genial and be- 
loved teacher, who left his enviable posi- 
tion in a university among the oldest and 
most noted in the world to assist in estab- 
lishing an institution devoted to the new 
education, already sees the rapid change 
from the barren slopes to terraced lawns 
and towerin ildings, and will also see a 
corres ing change in the rude and un- 
cultured pupils that gathered at first in the 
college grounds. 

All honor to the noble men who first 
dared try this. curious experiment. By 
their success they have given an impe- 
tus to the cause of education that is felt 
over the whole civilized world. Even 
Harvard and Yale, that many thought 
had become crystallized fossils, felt the 
wave of progress, started at Ithaca, by 
Mr. ConxxIL and the generous, and able, 
and enthusiastic friends he had drawn 
around him, and have girded up their loins 
to follow on in the tide of improvement it 
has set in motion, And the toiling, and 
distracted, and all but discouraged country

All, indeed, 
could enjoy his keenness of observation, spirit 
and variety of expresaion, and genutne humor. 
Of late, critics like Mr. Ruskin have brought out 
the artistic side of his merits, and have been 
lavish of their commendations of the amazing 
extent and multifariousness of his powers. Col- 
lecting his works has become a passion, and, as 


the crowning glory of the artist, we have now in 


three splendid quarto volumes, limited to 
an edition of one hundred and thirty-five copies 
#niy, a “Descriptive Catalogue of the Works of 
George Cruikshank, etchings, wood-cuts, litho- 
graphs, and glyphographs, compiled from vari- 
ous collections by G. W. Reed, keeper of the 
prints and drawings in the British Museum, 
with anessay on his Genius and Works, by 
Edward Bell, M. A.“ The record of fifty-seven 
years of labor (1813-1870) is amply detailed in 
the first volume of four hundred closely-printed 
pages. Volumes two and three are devoted to 
upwards of three hundred specimens of Cruik- 
sbank’s finest works, impressions from the orig- 
inal plates, and selected to show every phase of 
his genius. The work is, in fact, unique. The 
whole of the limited edition is already taken up 
by subscribers. A mall number have, however, 
been secured for America, where his admirers 
abound—for the appreciation of the artist is 
cosmopolitan—and the book will always form a 
feature of increaring value in the libraries 
lucky enough to possess it. 


A large and attractive list of new books 
is announced by J. R. Osgood & Co., as prepar- 
ing for publication in the autumn of the present 
year. Among the works that are now passing 
through the press, and which will appear at an 
early date, we may mention a volume by Harriet 
Prescott Spofford, consisting of a collection of 
some of the grim and quaint New England Le- 
gends;“ a popular Life of Sir Walter Scott,” by 
Dr. Shelton Mackenzie, that skillful master of 
biographical detail, who will doubtless giye the 
freshness of personal reminiscence and original 
anecdote to a familiar theme; and the eagerly 
expected new poem by Robert Browning, entitled 
Balaustion's Adventure.

ness, declare themselves as doing well, and yet 
be pulseless, with cold, purple skin and inevita- 
bly dying, the latter usually being merely a 
question of a few hours, but sometimes ex- 
tending ever several days. 

I do net “intend to write a medical thesis 
here. My object is to get people to forget 
Asia and Europe, to look at. home and attend 
to home matters. Neither Asia nor Europe 
has anything to do with solving the problem 
before us. It is prudent and. wise to prevent 
any dleense, no matter how mild it may be, 
but it is wise #Pthe highest degree to prevent 
the engendering of a disease that inevitabiy | 
destroys every one it attacks» in which the 
materia medica of the most able and skillful 
physician is perfectless powerless. 

Let it be remembered that the intermittent 
fever that attacks in Asia is precisely the 
same as the intermittent fever that attacks in 
Louisville; the cholera-morbus that attacks in 
Bengal, or Bombay, or in Europe, is the ver d 
choicra-morbus that attacks in this city, — 
the cholera that desolates the people of the 
swamps made by the inundations of the 
Hoogley, of the Brama Putra, and of the Gan- 
ges, is neither more nor less, but exactly, in 
each and every thing, the cholera that has at- 
tacked spots in this city, especially in 1832, 
1823, 1849, 1850, 1856 and 1866. 

The assumption is made that the eause of 
cholera is a mighty traveler, flitting from 
Asia over Europe and then leaping across the 
Atiantic into the United States. I ask now 
the reasonable request, that people shall use 
their common sense respecting facta that be- 
long to the history of cholera in Louisville. 
Whatever belongs to the disease as it has oc- 
cuired elsewhere has occurred here. I repeat 
in order to impress the truth, one cause an 
one cause alone produces intermittent fever 
in Asia and in Louisville, and that one cause 
produced every ease of it that ever attacked a 
human being. Whatever may be the cause 
of an attack of cholera in Asia, that identical 
cause has produced every case that has ever 
been in this city. Ifit ever attacks by travel- 
ing then it never attacks in any other way; 
because that must be its inherent property or 
vature.

But it is not necessary to go away from 
home.

Fox 
Flemming, well known in this city, sent word 
that there had been three hundred deaths 
one day, and that six strong Democratic 
wards remained to be heard from.” There 
was a great deal of intercourse between 
New Orleans and Louisville at the time, 
indeed numbers of passengers on 
the boats, attacked just before reaching this 
city, were a off here; many were sent to the 
City Hospital, others were taken totheir fami- 
lies or friends, or to boarding-houses, and they 
a t there was not a case among the 
people here who had not been recently in New 
Orleans! How can this disease travel from 


Asia to Europe and America, when it could

They have often 
been conquered in this city, and the means 
that have done this will forever accomplish 
this result. Thus, by knowledge in proper 
action, good may be infallibly educed.
